How can a county hospital like 


Memorial Hospital file suit to collect 
debts? I thought It was illegal. The 
county hospital in Gatesville can't do it. 


According to hospital attorney Glenn 


Stewart, Memorial Hospital is not 
prohibited from filing suits to collect 
unpaid hospital bills any more than any 
other business. 


As Stewart explained, Memorial 


Hospital is a county hospital to the 
extent that 
the state legislature 


authorized Navarro County to create 
the hospital and to use a percentage of 
ad valorem taxes to maintain the 
hospital. In the case of Memorial, the 
county allots four cents of each tax 
dollar toward maintenance of the 
facility. 


That totaled about $22,000 in 1976, 


while it cost $5,523,402 to operate the 
hospital the same year. 


"As can be seen," Stewart said, "the 


county contribution to the hospital is 
wholly inadequate to support 
the 


hospital operation. To keep the doors 
open, 
the hospital 
must 
receive 


payment for its services. The bill for 
non-paying patients is eventually paid 
by the patients who do pay their 
hospital bills." 


Stewart said that the hospital ad- 


ministrator has "the legal and moral 
duty" to make every reasonable effort 
to collect payments from individuals 
who receive hospital services. 


"Many times," he added, "this 


requires court suits to be filed. Neither 
the administrators nor I like to file 
these suits, but this is one way to keep 
down hospital rates and to be fair to the 
patient who does pay his hospital bill. I 
might also add that the hospital renders 
services without charge to many in- 
dividuals who are unable to pay for 
medical services, but we believe those 
who can pay, should pay." 


Incidentally, a spokesman in the 


business office of Coryell Memorial 
Hospital in Gatesville said that their 
operation changed 
from a county 


hospital on Dec. 1, 1976, and that they 
now also pursue unpaid bills. 


If some one was to take a leave of 


absence from her job for maternity 
reasons and is planning to return, 
would part of this leave be considered 
sick leave? If so, is the employer 
required to pay the 
amount of sick 


leave as is company policy? 


Any sick leave benefits provided by 


an employer are at that company's 
discretion as a part of its employe 
benefit plan, according to the U.S. 
Dept. of Labor. There are no legal 
requirements that a company pay its 
employes for the days they are sick. 


According to the spokesman for the 


Labor Dept.'s Wage & Hour office, that 
means that arrangements for mater- 
nity leave are between the employer 
and his employes. 


Since there is no specific 
law 


requiring such benefits be given, if you 
feel you are entitled to take your sick 
leave while you are pregnant and your 
employer disagrees, thent the dispute 
must be settled between yourselves 
without government intervention. 


If there is a dispute involving 


promised leave time that is later denied 
you, then that is a matter to be settled 
through a civil suit for "breech of oral 
contract," 
the 
Dept 
of 
Labor 


spokesman indicated.

Emergency room has 
problems with money

Navarro County Memorial 


Hospital is in danger of losing 
its 24-hour physician coverage 
in the emergency room. 


The possibility of losing the 


service, 
which 
provides 
a 


doctor 24-hours a day in the 
emergency rnom to treat in- 
coming emergency 
patients, 


was brought to the attention of 
the hospital board of managers 
last night by Dr. Allen M. Jones 
and Dr. James Speier. 


Dr. Jones, chairman of the 


emergency room committee, 
and Dr. Speier, chief of staff, 
said that the service is in 
financial trouble caused by 
persons who do not pay for the 
treatment they receive in the 
emergency room. 


DR. JONES EXPLAINED 


that the service which was 
implemented at the hospital last 
July is medically sound, but is 
in financial trouble. 


Dr. Jones told board mem- 


bers that the emergency room 
sees on the average of 1,000 
patient visits a month. 


He said that only 10 per cent 


of the charges in the emergency 
room are collected at the time 
of service rendered and that 
total collection of charges is 
between 45-50 per cent. 


Dr. Jones said that between 


80-90 per cent of collection of 
charges is needed to make the 
service financially stable. 


v 
The doctors also explained 


that 
the 
emergency 
room 


committee and the joint con- 
ference 
committee 
of 
the 


hospital 
are 
recommending 


encouraging patients to pay for 
treatment at the emergency 
room at the time it is rendered. 


DR. JONES SAID that he felt 


the service is something that 
everyone wants to see continue 
operating here. 


He 
also 
said 
that 
the 


recommendation for changes in 
collection 
procedure 
is 


something that they wish they 
didn't have to do, but are forced 


to in order to keep the service 
operating. 


After listening to the two 


doctors, the board adopted a 
policy regarding treatment of 
patients 
in 
the 
emergency 


room. 
The 
policy 
includes 


verbally advising the patient 
that charges are to be rendered 
at the time he is dismissed; 
presentation of a card to the 
patient and his family 
ex- 


plaining 
the 
method 
of 


collection at the time of the 
service; and establishment of a 
card system of all out-patient 
accounts not paid. 


The policy will also utilize a 


check or cash basis of collecting 
emergency 
room 
accounts. 


Exceptions 
to this 
will 
be 


coverage 
of 
persons 
by 


Medicare, 
Medicade, 
Work- 


man's Compensation and ac- 
cident cases. 


CORRECT ADDRESSES will 


be obtained from the patients 
and identification required by 
the cashier. 


Gene Barren, administrator, 


explained that no patient will be 
turned 
away 
from 
the 


emergency room without being 
seen by a doctor, but that there 
may be some non-emergency 
patients who are turned away 
after they are seen by the 
doctor. 


He said that the ones who are 


expected to be a small number 
and include those who have a 
record of continuously using the 
emergency 
room 
and 
not 


paying for services rendered. 


Dr. Jones and Dr. Speier 


noted that the exception to this 
will be the indigent and charity 
cases. 


In other business, the hospital 


appointed Dr. Dennis Deakins, 


Dr. Kenneth Warnock, and Dr. 
Ronald Wilson to the hospital 
courtesy 
staff 
without ad- 


mitting privileges. 
They will staff the emergency 
room on weekends. 


THE HOSPITAL BOARD also 


made its annual appointments 
to the hospital staff of all local 
doctors. 


Appointments included ac- 


tive, 
associate, 
courtesy, 


dental, consulting, emeritus, 
and emergency staffs. 


Board members accepted an 


audit of the hospital's auxiliary 
gift shop prepared by Leland H.

HUBBARD — Final plans for 


a new Hubbard High School 
have been approved, and school 
officials are now waiting to 
receive bids on the project 
which is expected to cost nearly 
$850,000, according 
to Supt. 


James E. Cummins. 


Cummins said the school 


board approved the final plans 
at a.meeting Feb. 14, and that 
the bids are to be opened March 
1. 


"We hope to get under con- 


tract with someone the first 
week in March," says Cum- 
mins. 


He said that although the bids 


will be opened March 1, the 
board may want to study them 
before awarding the contract. 


Hubbard voters approved a 


$900,000 bond election July 17, 
1976, with which to build a new 
high school, and sale of the 
bonds was awarded 
to the 


Farmers Home Administration 
after those bids were opened 
Dec. 21.

March 1, the actual cost will be 
lower than the $845,000 an- 
ticipated by the architect firm 
of 
Stewart, 
Thurston 
and 


Becker of Dallas which drew up 
the plans for the school district. 


Cummins 
explains 
that 


besides the $845,000 estimated 
cost of the building alone, there 
is approximately $125,000 extra 
in non-building costs such as 
cost of the land, architect's fees, 
sewer lines, bonding fees and 
allowances for equipment. 


It 
will 
also 
cost 
ap- 


proximately $25,000 to treat the 
soil where the new facility is to 
be built. The soil treatment will 
include lime injecting the soil to 
a depth of 10-12 feet which is 
expected to cost $10,000, and 
then adding a three foot deep fill 
of low PI sand, estimated to cost 
$15,000. Cummins notes that it is 
estimated that about 5,500 cubic 
yards of fill sana will be 
required. 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT has 


purchased a 95-acre tract of 
land located west of the city on 
Hwy.31, where the new facility 
will be built. 


Cummins said that only 52 to 


53 acres of the land will be 
needed for the facility, and that 
the school board is considering 
selling several portions of the 
95-acre tract. Money from the 
sale of the land can be used in 
construction costs, he notes. 


The board will have to decide 


once the bids are opened, and an 
accurate cost estimate can be 
determined, whether or not to 
delete some options from the 
building plans, said Cummins. 


Cummins says the plans call 


for the new high school to 
consist of three major areas — 
the 
academic 
portion, 
the 


gymnasium and the vocational 
department. 


The main entrance to the 


facility, which will be built 
using tilt-wall construction will 
be near the center 
of the

structure with the academic 
portion to the left and the 
vocational department to the 
right. The gym will separate the 
two areas. 


The main entrance to the 


structure, referred to as the 
plaza area 
will consist of 


several large concrete steps 
leading up to the building. 


CUMMINS SAID THAT the 


area will be suitable for an 
outside ampitheater and will be 
probably 
used by students as 


a break area. 


The academic wing will be 


divided by three hallways, and 
will 
include 
five 
regular 


classrooms, a typing room, a 
library which can also be used 
as 
an 
auditorium, 
a 


multipurpose meeting room and 
a science lab which has 30 built- 
in stations. 


Cummins says a "commons" 


area is to be used for students 
on their lunch break. There will 
not be a conventional cafeteria, 
but a short-order counter where 
students can order sandwiches 
or hamburgers and soft drinks.

On the 
bottom floor will be located four 
separate dressing rooms, and 
on the second level will be a 
storage area and weight room. 


Cummins said the vocational 


area has been designed to ac- 
comodate two separate areas. 


A large classroom can be 


converted into two classrooms 
by utilizing a folding wall, and 
the farm mechanics shop will be 
separated from the production 
agriculture shop by storage and 
tool rooms.

Corsicana 
teachers 
will 


remain under annual contracts 
after school trustees Monday 
night rejected a request from 
classroom teachers that they be 
hired on a continuing contract 
basis. 


The proposal had been sub- 


mitted to trustees by the 
teacher association on several 
occasions, 
with 
the 
board 


holding one work session to 
discuss the proposal at length. 


But 
several 
trustees 
had 


reservations about the change,
